In  so  doing,  I have  tried 
to  make  it  as  comprehensive  as  possible, 
and  have  introduced  a large  number  of 
Prescriptions  for  Children,  in  whose  cases 
most  young  Prescribers  find  considerable 
difficulty.

INTKODTJOTION. 


TN  prescribiug  medicines  for  tlie  sick, 
"*■  several  important  poiats  have  to  be 
considered.  The  age,  sex,  temperaments, 
and  idiosyncrasies  of  our  patients,  each 
and  all  demand  our  attention.  Besides, 
we  must  remember  that  climate  and  dis- 
ease are  not  without  their  influence,  and 
that  even  the  mode  and  time  of  adminis- 
tration are  not  unimportant  matters  to  be 
remembered.  Medicines  should  be  made 
as  pleasant  as  possible,  the  neglect  of  this 
simple  rule  often  creating  such  a feeling 
of  disgust  on  the  part  of  the  sufferer  as 
to  entirely  destroy  the  beneflcial  object 
sought.  This  is  especially  the  case  with 
children.  Let  us  briefly  take  in  detail 
some  of  the  points  just  mentioned.  First, 
as  to  age.  This  naturally  influences  the 
dose,  and  for  our  guidance  several  rules 
have  been  laid  down.  For  instance,  it 
has  been  proposed  to  add  twelve  to  the 
age,  and  then  to  divide  the  age  by  the 
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result.  A child  one  year  old  would  thus 
require  a dose  the  thirteenth  of  that  re- 
quired by  an  adult ; a chUd  three  years 
old,  three-fifteenths, or  one-fifth.  Another 
rule  equally  useful  is  to  take  the  age  at 
the  next  birthday  and  divide  it  by 
twenty-four;  thus  the  dose  for  one  year 
is  found  by  taking  the  age  of  the  child  at 
two  years  and  dividing  it  by  twenty -four ; 
for  example,  one  year  two  years 

^ = J,  three  years  -^  = k>  We 
must  also  not  forget  that  children  do  not 
bear  narcotics  well,  and  that,  as  a rule, 
opium  should  be  avoided  in  very  young 
children,  although  they  on  the  other  hand 
tolerate  belladonna  and  hyoscyamus  very 
well.  The  rule  for  the  administration  of 
opium  is  one  drop  of  the  tincture  for  each 
year  of  age ; but  safe  prescriptions  will  be 
given  under  the  heading  N arcotics.  With 
regard  to  sex,  women,  as  a rule,  require 
smaller  doses  than  men,  and  this  is  especi- 
ally the  case  with  regard  to  purgatives ; 
powerful  cathartics,  from  the  straining 
they  cause,  may  give  rise  to  displacement 
of  the  pelvic  organs,  and,  during  preg- 
nancy, to  abortion.  The  temperaments 
and  idiosyncrasies  of  individuals  frequent- 
ly seem  to  be  outside  the  reign  of  aU  law, 
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and  can  only  be  known  by  experiment, 
but  the  effects  of  habit  are  better  under- 
stood. Indulgence  in  alcohol,  opium,  and 
arsenic  eating,  renders  the  systein  so 
tolerant  of  their  action,  that  doses  poison- 
ous when  administered  to  others  have 
little  or  no  effect.  The  effects  of  climate 
are  seen  in  the  large  doses  of  quinia;  that 
may  be  taken  in  marshy  districts,  and  of 
disease  in  the  profuse  salivation  produced 
by  even  small  doses  of  mercury,  in 
Bright’s  disease  of  the  kidney,  the  diinin- 
ished  influence  of  narcotics  in  delivium 
tremens  and  severe  pain  from  cancer, 
the  passage  of  gall  stones,  &c.  The  nsk 
incurred  by  the  administration  of  opium 
in  erysipelas  of  the  head,  of  congestion  of 
the  brain,  or  of  purgatives  in  intersuscep- 
tion  of  the  bowels,  are  all  cases  in  jioint. 
The  cpiestion  of  the  mode  and  time  of  ad- 
ministration of  medicines  demands  more 
attention  than  is  generally  paid  to  it. 
The  action  of  medicines  is  most  rapidly 
produced  when  the  drugs  are  injected 
under  the  skin,  as  they  thus  quickly  enter 
the  circulation,  and  next  when  they  are 
taken  upon  an  empty  stomach.  The 
rapid  action  of  a purgative  taken  before 
breakfast,  after  the  night’s  fast,  is  well 
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knoivn.  On  the  other  hand,  medicines 
which  have  an  irritating  effect  on  the 
stomach,  as  arsenic  or  iodme  for  instance, 
should  be  given  soon  after  a meal.  Iron 
appears  to  act  best  when  dissolved  by  the 
acid  of  the  gastric  juice,  and  is,  therefore, 
best  given  during  active  digestion.  Cod 
liver  oil  also  agrees  best  if  taken  with,  or 
soon  after,  a meal.  The  action  of  acids  in 
checking  the  secretion  of  the  gastric  juice 
is  taken  advantage  of  by  administering 
them  a short  time  before  the  meals  in 
those  forms  of  dyspepsia  accompanied 
with  excessive  secretion  of  acid  gastric 
juice;  whereas,  if  the  contrary  effects  are 
desired,  alkalies  which  excite  the  secre- 
tion of  the  gastric  juice  should  be  given. 
The  eflfects  of  valuable  medicines  are  thus 
clearly  influenced  by  their  time  of  ad- 
ministration. In  order  that  remedies 
may  have  the  desired  action,  it  is  neces- 
sary that  they  be  in  a state  of  solution, 
or  at  least  in  a condition  to  render  them 
more  readily  absorbed.  Medicines,  there- 
fore, which  are  insoluble  in  water,  may 
be  readily  so  in  the  gastric  juice ; others 
again  in  the  alkaline  secretions  of  the 
pancreas  and  intestinal  fluids.  Minute 
•division  or  the  presence  of  fatty  bodies 
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also  assists  the  rapid  absorption  and  action  ' 
of  drugs.  Care  must,  therefore,  be  taken 
in  using  solutions  of  corrosive  sublimate 
to  the  head  or  other  parts  of  the  body,  as 
it  has  been  found  that  poisonous  effects 
have  been  rapidly  produced  when  a solu- 
tion has  been  allowed  to  spontaneously 
evaporate  on  a part.  From  the  brief  re- 
marks just  made,  it  will  be  seen  that 
to  prescribe  medicines  properly  requires 
care  and  a due  consideration  of  the  action 
of  each  drug,  and  the  object  to  be  attained 
by  its  use. 

In  writing  a prescription  there  are  four 
simple  rules  which  should  be  carried  in 
the  memory.  In  combining  medicines, 
we  seek — 

1.  To  augment,  correct,  or  modify  the 
action  of  a medicine. — Thus  a combina- 
tion of  purgatives  is  advisable,  especi- 
ally if  they  have  each  an  action  on 
different  parts  of  the  alimentary  canal. 
Ipecacuanha  increases  the  purgative 
action  of  jalap,  and  the  emetic  action 
of  tartar  emetic.  The  griping  tendency 
of  some  drugs  is  modifaed  by  aromatics, 
and  mercury  prevented  from  running 
off  by  the  bowels  by  combining  it  with 
opium. 
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2.  To  obtain  the  joint  operation  of  two  or 
more  medicines. — The  combinatiou  of 
purgatives  just  instanced  will  serve  as 
an  example  of  this  rule. 

3.  To  obtain  a new  remedy. — The  union  of 
the  tincture  of  the  perchloride  of  iron 
and  the  solution  of  the  acetate  of  am- 
monia, of  corrosive  sublimate  and  the 
iodide  of  potassium,  and  of  sulphate 
of  iron  and  carbonate  of  potash,  are  all 
well  known  and  useful  mixtures. 

4.  To  afford  a suitable  form.  — Bread 
’ crumb  and  extracts  for  pUls,  emulsion 

of  acacia  to  suspend  heavy  powders, 
bismuth,  and  the  like.  Glycerine  dis- 
guises the  taste  of  the  tincture  of  iron ; 
the  essential  oil  of  lemons  that  of  the 
sulphate  of  magnesia.
